Conservative Discontent With Balfour 
— PosBibillty of Liberal Becon- 
strnction Under Obamberlalii.

LoNsnK, April 20. — The public assuranoeB 
which have been made that the reports of 
the imminent disruption of tho compact! be- 
tween the Conservatives and Unionists are 
unfounded hare failed of their object ; but 
there ia no donbt that the Conaervative lead- 
era will.'itraln every posaible point to aeoure 
the ooheilon of the parties, but rank and file 
refuse to admit the necessity of observing 
the nompaot. Reports from tho Carlton 
club agree that there ia bittcrdlacoatoutwith 
Mr. Balfour's oourse insubmittingto the lead- 
em hip of Mr. CbBmberlalnand thd olderTorlei 
declare that he ought not to hold the oonfi- 
donco of tho party any longer, Aacociated 
with tho Unionist diasonsions from tho Con- 
aervatlvca is an internal movement in tho 
Liberal party towards placating them. Tho 
genuine Home Rulers and moderate Liber- 
als, who are Homo Rulora from motives of 
expediency, continue to regard Mr. Cham- 
berlain as not only a poeaible loader but a 
deairable one. If the Gladstone form of 
Home Rule is abandoned, to-day's Graphic 
says, it will be time for Mr. Chamberlain to 
join and lead tho reconstructed Liberal party, 

Tho Evening News, tho only Gladstonian 
organ loft In Edinburgh, declares that tho 
Scottish Liberals will bo glad of a decent 
exouse for abandoning] Homo Rule. Mr. 
Gladstone's bill is reoogniised as an impos- 
sible meaaare and oontinnes to be an inoubua 
to the partjr. The present hypeeritioal alii. 
ance with the aBtl-Pamenitea Is demoraliz- 
ing and it had batter be dlaaolved and Hr. 
Chamberlain invited bftok to the Liberal 
fold upon a basia of modified home rtile. 

Xhe opinion of the Evening Kewa ia 
donbtleaa.an expresaion of the feeling of the 
Liberals oonstitnting Mr. Gladstone's Mid- 
lothian constituency, and it has not escaped 
the attention of the Irish members, among 
whom the oonviotlon is growing that Home 
Rule as promised by the Liberals will prove 
to bo a mirage. 

The proceedings of eighty-four delegates 
of the Independent labor party in session in 
Newoaatle have derived special importance 
as ioilaenoing twenty-four parliamentary 
seats in tho next election and embodying 
tho left wing of tho Radical party. The 
delegates passed resolutions pledging them- 
selves to compel all their adherents to vote 
at the next elections as dlreotod by the 
governing oommittoo of tho Independent 
labor p&rty. They approved bills to com- 
pel the losal authoritica to provide work for 
every adult, the hours to be eight 
per day, and minimum wages thirty shil- 
lings a week, providing a state pension 
for everybody after reaching tho ago of 50 
years, a weekly special provision for widows 
and orphans, free education, including no- 
cess to the universities, tree schools for the 
children of tho poor, with food and clothing; 
that land be treated as public property, that 
railways and waterways be nationalized, 
and that the liquor tralHo be controlled by 
the municipal government. Finally, a re- 
solution condemning anarchism waa rejeot- 
ed. The Speotator contanda that aaoh a 
programme, if it be the reanlt to whiob rad- 
ioallam tenda, will alarm the whole com- 
mnnity and oanae a atrong reaotlon towards 
Conservatism, 

It is reported in o£BoIal oirolea that oom- 
munlcations are passing with the objeot of 
arranging for M. Fauro president of the 
French Republic to pay a visit to Windsor. 
A similar reception to the late President 
Carnot was under diacuoaioa at the time of 
bia death. 

It ia regarded that tho now Amorioan so- 
ciety will bo a aucoeaa. About two hundred 
members have already joinod, but the organ- 
ization is in tho hands of men who are aus- 
pootcd of aoeking self-advortiaing, and who 
havo mismanaged the affair. Many Amori- 
oan gentlemen of long roBidenco in lOngland 
aro indignant at being aakod by youngatora 
to mention two Americana of good atanding 
who will vouch for their good character. 

The anarohiab ecaro baaed upon an alleged 
onnapiaaoy to asBaaainuto M. Fauro while in 
Havre la not aliared by tho police here, who 
declare that the Paris storica of tho dopar- 
turo from London for Havre of anarohiata 
are pure fiction. The London anarcliiats, 
the police say were never quieter than now. 

(The entente between England and Ruasla 
haa led to elaborato preparations for an in- 
terchange of naval domonstrationB. Acoord- 
iug to the programme a Ruaaian squadron 
will pay an oUioial viaib to Portsmouth in 
the fall, and a British squadron will visit 
Cronatadti or the Blaek Sea. The move- 
ments of the British fleet will be governed 
by the movementa of the Czar, whieh are aa 
yet ur.sottlod. It ia thonght llkelf that tho 
ahipa will go to Cronetadt. 

The fate of the anti-soolallat bill ia the 
question of the hour in German party poli- 
tics. Two weeks ago the Clorioal and Con- 
aervative alliance was expected to paaa it, 
with all tho objoc'ionable amendments made 
in committee. Tho revolt of tho National- 
Liborals, however, has changed tho pros- 
pect, for it had domoraliztil the Conaorva- 
tlvo supporters of tho measure. This week 
tho National- Liberal loaders have affooted an 
underatanding with tlio bulk of tho Consor- 
vativo party and tho result will bo that 
neither they nor tho Conaorvatlvoa will vote 
for tho bill in ita preaeub form, Tho Carlo- 
ruho Uazotto, ofiioial, oaya tho Federal gov- 
ernment will endeavor to reahape sevorAl 
olauaesaoaa to exclude the propoaala which 
tho modoratea of all partif s oppose, and at 
tho aanio time prosorvo a suiiioiontiy rigid 
meaeuro for dealing with rovolutionista. 

A dispatch from HIrosobima to the Cen- 
tral News says that the Mikado ratified the 
China-Japanese treaty this afternoon. 

Tho ChinoBO govornment has oonoludod a 
loan for thirty million marka at six poroenb, 
interoBt with a syndioate oomposod of tho 
National bank, Fuer Dcutaaholand, Heydt 
& Co, and Bebrena & Sana of Hamburg. 

A aemi-offioial note has boen Issued to tho 
newspapers here to the eHoob that tho Rus- 
sian govornment ia in no wise aatisfiod with 
the Chino- Japanese treaty, especially the 
olanse providing for the oeaaion of Llao 
Tong. Bnaaia, the note saya, will act In 
oonoeri with other FoTvera in proteoting the 
intereata of Europe even auppoaing one of 
the great Fowera doei not abate In auoh 
aoblon. 

At the Bow street polioa oonrt Alfred 



Taylor and Oacar Wildo, charged with 
BoriouB miadcmeaDors, wore brought oo re- 
mand and fotmilly committod for trial, bail 
being refused. Wilde was muoh more dis- 
tressed than sinoe he first appeared in court. 
It was neoeasary to allow him a seat in the 
dock, and he rested there in limp fashion, 
paying no attention to the proceedings. The 
list of charges was read and he was asked 
by the magistrate if he wished to say any- 
tiling in reply. Wildo answered : " Not at 
present." Couoael on behalf of Wilde made 
applioation for bail, but the presiding magia- 
trate replied that be considered the evidence 
90 serious that bail could not be allowed. 

A Constantinople dispatch says the Porte 
has promised to Instruct the provincial gov- 
ernment to desist from oppressing Armen- 
ians, 

A Brisbane dispatch says that the govern- 
ment ofiQoeensland haa issued a prospectus

■ To THE Editor :— Mr. William Wilson 
haa lauuoliQd a moat formidable letter in the 
[TiineB in ananrer to mo and, as the Tiinbs 

fats it, "other government apologiatB." 
b would not be well to allonr thoao speoioua 
argaoientB and arbitrary oiilcalationa to go 
nnuDBWered, although at the same time i 
i«el that the majoriiy of your readota have 

One moat remarkable thing to be noted is 

that whilst the reab of the Eogllah world 
has marvelled at Canada'a stability, thu 
aoundneBS of her banking Inatituttone, the 
oonaervativo nature of her people, and the 
high standing of her credit — Uominlnn, Pro- 
vlnoial and municipal, ranking ficatamongat 
the oolonies, that at home in Viotoria we 
have philoeophera who, suffering from op 
tisal delusions or some suoh affeotion, at- 
tempt to belittle Canada's standing. That 
Canada'a traders should auifer and even con- 
siderably la not to bo wondered at when we 
have a world-wide dopresoion, but that we 
are the worst of all is too much. Suoh views 
must bo denied and disproved. 

Mr. Potta' letter of the 17th appearing in 
your iaauo of the 18;h inat., covered the 
question of proportion of liabilities to 
luilures for 1893 and 1S94, and his figures 
have not been challenged, and are, I submit, 
correct. The raothod of "percentage of 
failures " adopted by Mr. Wilaon Is erron- 
eous, in that hn takea the percentage as to 
the number of traders, when, as will be 
afterwards in t Ilia letter noted, the liablli- 
tiea are much t router in the failuree taking 
plaoe in the U-.itud States as compared with 
those in Cooudu, in their relative propor- 
tiona. 'To illuntrato the fallacy of his com- 
partaon, auppo e there had been but one 
failure in the United States for say §1,000,- 
000, and in C^toada there had been three 
failarea for $2,000 each. According to Mr. 
Wilaon'a oalouUiioo, Canada'a percentage of 
failarea would be t^reaier than that of the 
United States by cbi'-e to one, whereas on 
the true baiia of ealou ation, (ho comparison 
would be in favor ol Canada, by $6,000 to 
tl.0OO,COO. 

Mr. Wilion atatea that " the depretsi n 
In Canada ia greater than that in the United 
Statea." Mr. Wilaon in making thia state- 
ment ia in line with Sir Riohard Cartwright 
eb al , who are always deolarlDgjthis from the 
houeetope, for political purpoaca. I won- 
der at this as Mr. Wilaon oscenalbly has no 
political ambition and is not aeekiug after 
ofiioe, but yet Sir Richard Cartwright, lato 
Finance Minister — ablo ua he is, but unpraa- 
tical as a atatoaman — ignobly falla in com- 
parison with Mr. Wilson to attempt to prove 
his statements. Why ia this ! liecauao Sir 
Richard Cartwright would not venture to 
place himaolf on rooord aa Mr. Wileon haa 
done, knowing with all the aatutenesa of the 
politician that such argumonto bb have boon 
advanced by Mr, Wilanu would not stand 
scrutiny, I do not any that Mr. Wilaon 
advancea hla lino of argument aware of its 
woakncBB, bub what I do say is, that his 
bisia of calculation ia erroneous and palpably 
so. Foe instance, tuko tho tabular atuto- 
menta of failarea for the United Statea and 
Canada for tho week ending ,April 13, 
1895, an given in B.'adstreet'^. Ia thac tvetk 
there wore 225 failures in the United States 
and 136 in Canada. Of the United States 
failures one hundred and ninety were for 
§5,000 or leaa, tot.il. $950,000; twenty-four 
for §ii0,000, total §480,000 ; seven for §50,- 
000, total $350,000 J two for $100,000. total 
Sm.QOO } two for$500.000, total $1,000,000; 
grand total, $2,980,000, In Canada for tho 
same period there were 23 failurea for $5,000 
or leas, .total $115,000 } and, . three for $20, ■ 
000, total $60,000; grand total,' $175,000. 
We now have: the •fkilnrea in the United 
States lor thia week amounting to $2,d80,- 
OOO aa against $175,000 for Canada, and by 
nialtiplying the figures for Cmada, vl::., 
$179,000, by t h irteen to bring them to the same 
baala in respect of population, you get a fair 
oompariaoD, ahoniog ^n the result . the pro- 
portion of $1,275,000 to $2,980,000 ' In - favor 
of Canada. Now aooording to Mr. Wilaon'a 
calculation the percentage of failnrea in Can- 
ada for the week ending April 13 is very 
much greater than that of the United States 
— a conolusion only arrived ^ by the falla- 
cious and unreliable method of oompariaon 
he baa adopted. 

It is scarcely necessary to again draw at- 
tention to tho comparison made by Mr. 
Potta. This comparison Mr. Wilaon has 
not ventured to attack, nor do I think he 
can aaccessfuUy do so, except, perhaps, by 
hia peculiar percentage system. If it be 
true, as Mr. Potts stated, that the total 
failures (exclusive of railway foreclneures) In 
tne United Htatps for I89.'i and 1894 aggro- 
gated $7,37,801,830, as ag»inat Canada's 
$422,482,931 (which ia the actual amount for 
Canaau, multiplied by thirteen ao aa to bring 
the two countriea to a like basis of citlcula- 
tion for fair comparison), how can anyone 
assert that the United States was in thaeo 
two years more prosperous than Canada ! 
And adding to the United States total, tho 
American railway foreolosures (clearly fail- 
ures), tho comparison Is still more in C'an- 
ada'a favor, being as $1, 1.36,724,830 for tho 
United States to $422,482,931 for Canada. 

Another faotor, too, that Mr. Wilaon did 
not take into *account, which must be dealt 
with in order to make a tair and just oom- 
pariaon and which Is nob even conaiderod by 
Mr, Wilson in hia vicious percentage system, 
ia the proportion Canada's tradera bear to 
her population and tho amount invested, as 
compared with tho proportion tho United 
States tradera bear to the United Statea 
population and the anionnb of oapital there 
inveeted. 

With rcspeob to Moaara. E irle and Prior's 
action in regard to the Britiah Pacific, and 
what took place at tho Board of Trado 
meeting, I have to Bay that not being a 
member of that board and thoreforo not bo- 
Ing present at the mooting referred to, I am 
unable to abate from my own knowledge 
what did actually occur. But from the beat 
Infororation I have been able to obtain, 1 
have oonfidence in aaying that if Meaara. 
£»rle and Prior are to be aciejmatlzsd as hos- 
tile to the British Pacific railway booauao of 
what then oooarred, the B3ard of Trade it- 
self maat likewise be atigmalized, for Mr, 
Wilaon'a ill-timed resolution was not en- 
dorsed. The fact is that Meaara. Barle and 
Prior have tho true Intereata of the Britiah 
Pacific at heart, aa they have publicly do- 
clarod tiiiio and timo again. They, in com- 
mon with all Victorians dosirona of seeing 
tho city and tho provlnco prosper, feel tho 
necoasity of tho British i'ucifio or aomo other 
railway along about tho same route, to open 
up and develop tho vast and fertile interior 
of this province. 

No one challenges Mr. R. P. Rithot'a ain- 
cority as to tho British Pacific. Ho ia tho 
chief promoter and ia poraonally and tinan- 
daily intorostcd to a vory large amount, yot 
lb waa tho sumo Mr, Rlthot who at tho great 
Conaorvailvo nominating convention pro- 
posed Mr. Earleas ono of the candidates, 
and ib ia the samo Mr. Rlthot who timo and 
timo again has publicly declared that tho 
time is not yet ripe for asking for govern- 
ment aid, either Provincial or Dominion. 
In due course both governments will bo 
aaked to assist, and lhab they will do ao I 
have not tho alightoab doubt. Bub in tho 
meantime, that anyone should endeavor to 
repreaent Meaara, Earle and Prior as hoatilo 
to that great enterpriae is groaaly unfair. If 
Mr. Wilaon thinks he is acting hi this mat- 
ter as the tnici friend of Vlotoria or of the 
JBriUsh Pkoifio^ well may it be said of bim : 



" Save mo from my friends." Political 
capital of the kind Mr. Wilson ia trying to 
make out cf his own egregiona propoaition 
will do harm and nob good 

Mr. Wilaon inaiats tbab British Columbia 
haa nob bsen the gainer by admission into 
I hs Dominion. I may say thab my pationco 
almoeb ceases when I bear this statement 
m^do. I cjhnuot believe that a gentleman of 
Mr. Wilaon'a ability and basinets oappgl'y 
•^Mnalderla'il also th~e*meus he has and the 
great stake he has . la tb'e ioonntry, not for-. 
i;ettlDg also that Us foi^tane was bttiU\iiip 
during Lho expantidn'''of trade and oon- 
a quent dovelopmehtijinoident to oonfedera- 
tion and the buiidiBg,of,„tbe CP R., that 
there can bs any stnderlty iii any suoh state- 
ment. It needa CO answer. 'That British 
Columbia should ever have remained an 
laolatrd crown colony cannob beadmlbtid 
for a mom?nt as being In British Columbiu'a 
besli interests. 

Then again we have Mr. Wilson olamrr- 
ing for the British Paolfic and decrying the 
C. P. R. Where Is the oonsiotenoy hero ? 
Ib only proves what I believe Mr. Wilson 
beliovoa in hla inmoat heart, that the first 
railway was auch a good thing for tho pro- 
vince that the sooner wo gob another ths 
better. That ia to say, the moro railways 
the better — that tho C, P. K. haa given i 
wonderful impetus to tho trado of tho coun 
try, haa opened up a rich province and die- 
played its advantages and mineral wealth, 
and thab wo are nob to halt in our efforts, 
but thab greater progress and greater resulta 
ore to bo obtained by still greater efforts — 
honco we want the Britiah Pacific. 

The question of Dominion taxation in 
British Columbia, olleged by Mr. Wilaon to 
ba cxcoaslvo as compared with Dominion ex- 
pandituro In thia province, I paea over for 
lho timo bolrg until in posaesaion of full 
data — when I feel certain thia assertion of 
Mr. Wilaon will alao be disproved.

MB. WILSON AND THE B. F. 

To TiiK Editor:— Mr. Wm, Wilson in 
his several lettera to the Times has had a 
great deal to say about Messrs. Prior and 
£ trie's attitude towarda the Britiah Paoifia 
For the purpose of bolstering up the oauae 
wbioh moat ooinoldes with his " blue ruin " 
obaraoteristios he- has endeavored to prove 
that tho Victoria members are antagonistio 
to the railway scheme that is nearest the 
hearts of Viotorians. IFbe' remarks of Col. 
Prior at the Board of l^ade meeting,may 
nob have been made in the terse and;(serip- 
comio style that Mr. Wilson uses to be- 
wilder hia hearers aa to hia intent, but atill 
they were in aooordance with the facta of 
the case so far as the railway soheme is oon- 
cerned. Mr. Wilson is aware that it ia first 
necessary to apply for a Dominion charter 
for a railway before ib would be proper or 
rouBonabls to reqnoab federal aid. Tho pro- 
moters of the scheme have not yet done this, 
and for very good reaaons. Mr. Rithot and 
hiausaooiateE have not yet made arrangement a 
with tho provlEOJ and tho city for furiher 
aid to tho British Pacific, and inoh a ni vc 
could not bo made until tho time when a 
plan for conatiuction was placed on a gcod 
business basis. All who havo a knowledge 
of what is required In the matter will read- 
ily understand thab Col. Prior was quite 
righb in hia contention thab it waa most in-, 
advisable ab the r resent time to approach 
the Dominion government on the question 
of aubaldy. Everyone acquainted with Wil- 
liam Wilson's sophistry will also clearly aoo 
that it ia not a desire to aid the Britiah Pa- 
cific thab is actuating him, bub that he Is 
■Imply poaing as the railway's champion for 
political purposes. Ib is not so long ago 
that hs was the loudest talker on the street 
In opposition to the province doing anything 
further towards promoting the construction 
of this very railway. But having adopted 
" free trade and no taxes " for his motto, ib 
now suits him to use his facile 
(I was almost writing faking) pan to 
make the publio believe he is ita warm 
friend (and of oonrae the Qrit> oandi^ates 
with him). iWheh the' proper timsi arrives 
—and let ua hope'it in'ay be soon— -Messrs. 
Earle and Prior- will lie- found strongly ad- 
vocating aubaidles to the British Pacifio at 
their plaoea in Ottawa. They have both 
stated >o publioly, and it ia somewhat oon- 
temptlble for Bfr.^Wilaon in their absence 
to misrepresent them. 

Had Mr. Wilson taken Messrs. Earle and 
Prior to task for not having used more ener- 
gy in promoting the extension of the E. k 
N. railway from Wellington to Comox, which 
would in reality be so many miles of con- 
struction of the Britiah Pacific, I would have 
ooipcided with him in this particular to a 
certain eitonc. It is pretty well understood 
that the E ik N. people are prepared to 
build this line, provided the usual subsidy 
of $3,200 per mile ia granted thom. 
This is not an unreasonable re- 
quest, for the federal government bos 
devoted a similar amount per mile to every 
branch line and extension thab the C.P.R. 
have built or indirectly been interestod in. 
It would open up an exoollcnb district, 
would furnish a quick route to the promising 
mineral and agricultural district of Alborni 
((or It ia but eighteen miles by road from 
Engliahman's River), and would generally 
proinoto tho prosperity of this island and 
tho trado of Victoria, It would also bring 
about a return of some of tho Dominion 
taxes that go much disturb William Wilson's 
(<(uanlmity at the present momenb. I think 
it is the duty of our members to bring about 
the granting of thia subsidy. It meana 
much more for Victoria than at first sight. 
Besides the additional trade in supplies to 
tho railway and population, Ib would pro- 
mote the aettlemeot of the land and bring 
Union and Gomoz in dire'ob touch with this 
city. It would necessitate . the erection of 
additional terminal facilities here for the 
handling of the rolling stock and for work- 
shops. Andaalhrfjre remarked ib would 
be sixty milea ot mo British Pacifio prac- 
tically constructed. Conheuvative.

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"IS ENGLAND DOOMED ? " 

The quloknoaa with which some of our 
.Amerioan oontemporariea arrive at oonola 
sions ia really marvelloua. The slighteet 
hint is sometimes a Baffioient foundation on 
which to build an elaborate eaperatructure 
of theory, and they feol justified, from evonts 
that do not appear to bo of very great im- 
portance, to draw the most momentous and 
far-reaohiog ooDolnatoni. The Seattle Fost- 
IntelHgencer of the ISch inat. famishes us 
with an example of this wonderful rapidity 
of reasoning and of the daring logical leap- 
ing of some of our American contemporaries. 

Japan has beaten China with very great 
ease, and there is some talk about the two 
•oonntries enterinf; into a oIobb allianoe, and 
IThe Seattle Poat-Intelligenoer in an article 
■on the propoaed alliance, wlthoab any rele- 
vanoy that ia porooptiblo to men of ordinary 
reasoning power, naks the very momcn- 
tons question, "la England Doomed?'' 
Our imaginative contemporary, with more 
'than lightning; apeed, from a aingle event 
•and an nnanthentioated rumor, forma a 
bloaa allianoe between China and Japan. It 
-oansea them to make extraordinary progroas 
in mannfaoturea and commorco in a wonder- 
fnlly short space of timo. It builds up for 
them an extensive foreign trade and it 
oanaea them to oompete snooeaafnlly in tez^ 
tile fabrioB with Great Britain in all the 
<markefea of the world. It, at one fell swoop, 
deprives Old Eagland of hor commercial au- 
premaoy and dooms hor to rapid dcoay. Tho 
aotlvity of the imagination of the brainy 
editor and the rapidity with which bis mind 
^orka oan only be pikralleied by the feat of 
4he Indian fakir who lived twenty years of 
Motive and ohangefal life while he dipped 
bia face in a veaael of water and drew It onb 
again. 

What our contemporary did nob see and 
did not allow for was almost as wonderful 
as what he saw and dosoribed in his vision. 
It wonld be edifying to know bow of con 
within the laab oentury Eagland haa been 

doomed " by tboae who feared her 
•power or were enviona of her greatneaa and 
.prosperity. According to all her enemiea 
And some of hor dear frlende, she has always 
borne about hor tho aoods of decay — and 
those were often in an advanood stugo of do- 
.▼elopment. But aoniohow in apite of all 
-threatening indloatlona ahe haa oontinned to 
grow and to prosper. She haa advanced 
from one stage of greatness to another, un- 
til now she occupies a larger space in 
tho eyea of tho world than almost any other 
nitlon and wields a greater amount of inllu. 
enoe. 

The indioationa of weakneaa and decay 
that the Poat-Intelligenoer enumeratea are 
.preaent in every other civilized nation 

under the sun, not excluding tho United 
States of America. In the United States, 
young and vigorous as it is, tho unemployed 
are oountod by the hundred thousand. The 
mild dlsQUSsion about bi^meballlam in Groat 
Britain iaaanothing oumpared with the fierce 
' oontroveray thatia raging in the UniCedStatea 
with roapeot to tho currency. The incon^ 
venlencns of monometallism in Great Britain 
are as yet only theorotioal and they ard pro^ 
ductlve of no generally reoognlzod evil. Tho 
aondition of the ourrenoy of the United 
Statea ia regarded by nearly every one aa a 
aoaroe of great danger, and it haa been pro - 
duotivo of the moat serious and widespread 
disaater. Tho depoudonoioa of Great liri^ 
.tain BO far from being alienated are more 
■deeply attached to her than ever they were, 
«nd ioatead of wishing to desert her they 
are endeavoring to deviae aome meana of be- 
coming more cloiely united with eaob other 
ond with their Mother Country. The pros- 
pect at this moment is that Groat Britain 
will, at no distant dt.y, bo a for Greater 
Britain forniod by a close allianoe, for mu- 
«aal help, mutual development and mntual 
detenoei of all the oonntriea over which the 
British flag now floata. There are aome 
who are so sanguine ae to believe 
that this great KQglish.apoaking nation will 
/bo abroogthonod and enriched by an allianoe 



of the oloBeat and moat endnriog kind with 
the United Statea of America. Thla great 
confederation of Engliah apeaking nations 
wonld be In a poBition to lay down the law 
aa regards international mattera to the 
Latin, the Slavic and the Tartar nationa of 
the world.' It would not fear their oompe- 
tltlon in bualneas or their antagoniBm in 
war. 

Even if the United States rcfuscc to cast 
in its lot with the Greater Britain now in 
process of formation, the future of Il^ugUtud 
ia ae bright as that of any nation und^r tho 
ann. Great Britain aa a federated Empire 
may renew ita youth and may uooomplish 
as much In the years to oome as lb has in 
tho years that are past. Tho union of China 
and Jopan, if they do unite, may have tho 
efTccb of hastening tho foderatlou, and con^ 
scqucntly of inoreasing tho strength and Im^ 
portanoe, of tho British Empiro, 

THE OLD TUNE. 

A little while ago there appeared in al 

moab every ieauo of the Timoa the strongest 
evidence that the Colonist is ready, whon^ 
over there is a good reason for it, to find 
fault with what the Government does or 
loaves undone. Extraota from the Colonist 
wore pnbliabed In the editorial ooluoana of 
our contemporary Id which we expressed 
our disapproval of tho course which tho 
Oovcrnmonb, in aome matters of greater or 
leaa importance, was purauing, lb suited 
the organ then to cite the Colonist as a 
witness against the Government. We at 
(he tiime directed attention to the faob that 
the Timea waa bearing wltneaa to our inde^ 
pondonce and our impartiality. This view 
of ita courao aeemod to make an improaaion, 
for tho quotations from tho Colonist booB 
ceased. Now it has begun to play its old 
tune about the Colonist's submiaslvoness 
and the Colonist's anbaervienoy. Beoanae 
we have exposed ita diihoneaty and, aa we 
believe, Its Insincerity, in the matter of tho 
attitude of Messrs. Eirle and Prior with re^ 
spoot to the British Paoifio, it declares that 
" of oourae," in the Colonist's estimation, 
" Meaara. Eirle and Prior oan do no wrong. " 
The ineonalatenoy of the organ ia truly 
laughable. The other day It quoted the 
utteranoea of the Colonist, not once or 
twioe, bob many times, in condemnation of 
the Government, and on Friday it declared 
that tho Colonist is its party's slave and 
must say what Ite masters direct. The legs 
of the lame are not equal. 



TRIAL BY NEWSPAPER. 

It must be a dreadful thing to be sas^ 
pected of a crime in the United States. The 
nowapapera there are perfectly merolloas and 
ab the same time thoroughly unaorupulons. 
The auspeoted man is tried by newspaper 
long before he is arraigned. Moat of the 
papera take for granted that be is guilty and 
publish everything they can pick up by 
hook or by crook to his prejudice. They 
publish column after column of particulars 
not] only of the crime but of the oharaoter 
and the antecedents of the suspected man. 
Under suoh oiroumatanoea it seems tc us 
thtit it is impouible for the man to get any 
thing like a fair trial. Everyone likely to 
be connected with the prooeedinga if ho is ab 
all intell igenb muathaveformodanopinlonre- 
latlvo to his guilt or innocence. What chance, 
for inatanoe, has young Durranb of being 
briod fairly in San Franoisoo. The news, 
papera have for days been filled with accounts 
of the Crimea he ia accused of committing. 
Every movement he has made and every 
word he has said since he was accused of the 
crime, and for aomo time before, has been 
made the aiibjeot of diaouaHlon in almost 
every family in the State. People have pub 
their own oonabrnotion upon hia worda and 
acts, and have drawn their own oonclnaions 
from tho evidence, anoh ae it Is, with which 
tho newspapers are SUed. If the man has 
not committed tho crimes laid to his charge 
there are thousands in the city, whom it 
would bo impossible to convince of his inno. 
cence. They have made ap their minda on 
the inbjeot, and it wonld take little leu than 
a miraolo to alter the oonclnalonil they have 
formed. Is thoro a man in San Franoisoo 
competent to alt on a jury who can honestly 
any that hn oould enter tho box with 
an unprtjudiced mind — a mind in a 
poaition bo give a fair .interpretation 
to the evidence that will be laid before him ! 
We think not. The man who haa not read 
the aooounta of the murdera and the remarka 
of those who tell tho dreadful story, is too 
nnintolligont and too stupid to weigh the 
evidence in such a case, and the man who 
has read tboae aooonnta carefully must bo 
one in ten thousand if he ia nob iniiuenced 
for or agalnat the prisoner. The following 
extract from one of the aenaational aooounta 
of tho murder will give tho reader a pretty 
fair idea of tho way in whiuh the newapapera 
troutod tho auapeoted man : 

" From the facta gathered from all quar- 
ters yesterday afternoon," aaid Datiotive 
Gibeon, "I've l^eoome oonvinoed that the 
murderer of Minnie Williama waa Theodore 
Durrant. We not only arrive ab that con- 
oluaioD, but we alio gleaned enongh evi- 
dence to make us reasonably certain that he 
was alBO rosponalble fof the dieappearanos of 
Blanche Lamonb. If that wore so it was 
rc'Asnnable to oonolude that he had mur 
dorod her and hidden her body somovvhero 
about tho ohurch, for ho had access to tho 
building mid could oomo or go at any hour 
of tho day or night with littln fear of de- 
tection." 

This and a groat deal more like it was 
published before the suapeotod man was oven 
committed for trial. 

Ono has only to road euob accounts aa are 
permitted to be publlBhed In the San Fran- 
cisco papers to be convlooed that a obango 
in tho troatmonb of prisoners is in bbe inter- 
oeta of justice required. To treat a sus- 
pected man aa Durrant has been treated by 
tho newDjjapora ia, in our opinion, a grosa 
abuse of tho freedom of the press and an out 
rage on jnatloe. The law Ii bonnd to con- 
aider a man Innooenb until he la proved 
to bo guilty. The newapapera In the States 
act upon a principle exaobly the revenie of 
thia. They, almoab wlthont ezoeption, vir- 1 



tnally treat a man as guilty until he la 

proved to be innooenb, Every olroumsbanco 
which tendstof Jtateu the guilt on tho accused 
man is commented upon in the freest possi- 
ble manner, and thoBO olrcnmstanoes 
which go to ahow that he iu guiltless are 
hardly so much as mentioned. 



NOT TO BE TRIFLBD WITH. 

Nicaragua will find that the vaporlnga of 

Uuitod States Jingoes havo had no effect 
whatever on Groat Britnln. She will in- 
slot on reparation being mado for the in- 
juries which her representative has received 
ab tho hands of tho authorities of Nicaragua, 
lot the aforesaid Jingoea howl about the 
"Monroe Doctrine" as long and aa loudly as 
thoy moy. Tho attitude which Great Bri- 
tain has assumed towards Nicaragua, and 
will maintain, oan easily bo discerned from 
the following note telegraphed to Nicara- 
gua. 

Lo.NDON, April is.— To tho Foreign Min- 
ister of Nioarugua. ManHguu : I have tho 
honor to reoeivo Yuur Exoellenoy's tele- 
gram of the 11th inataut. My note was 
delivered to Senor Birrioa on the iJOlh of 
February, with *ho rtqueab that a copy be 
forwarded to Your ExoiiIIonoy by mall 
Maroh 2. Hor Mnjaaty'a Government can- 
not bo responsiblo for the delay in your ro- 
ceiving it. Your counter propoaal haa been 
oonaldered, and I regret tliat it Cinuot bo 
accepted. Hor Majeatj'a Government can- 
not admit th:jl) there ia uny doubt aa to tho 
rights of the British aul joota, and must ad- 
here to the demands in my previous note.

FOE THE GOOD OF THE YOUNG 

The Knch-Qaoted Ordioanae of Stillwater, 
Uinn.. Which Uleht Alao Work 
Well Here. 

Aid. B. T. Williams, who a few weeka 
ago gave notice of his intention to intro- 
duce a by-law for the purpose of keeping the 
boya and girla ot the city off the atreeta- at 
night, baa jast received from the city clerk 
of Stillwater, Minn., a oopy of the now 
famona ordinance of that city, enacted on 
6'ebmary 9 of this year with a similar object 
in view. The oopy was received in response 
to Aid. Williams' request for information 
and is published in full. It ia thought that 
a by-law drafted on similar lines might bo 
found very advantageous in Victoria : 

"An ordinance to prevent riots, noise, dis- 
turbance and disorderly usaonnblagoa in tho 
city of Stillwater, or any disorderly conduct 
In public places, and to provido for the arreab 
and punishment of any person or persona 
guilty of tho same. Tho olty council of tho 
city of Stillwater do ordain aa foliowa : 

" Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
boy or girl under the ago of sixteen yeara to 
be abroad upon tho streets, alloys or public 
grounds of the city of Stillwater between the 
hours of nine o'clock p m. and aix o'clock 
a.m unless accompanied by some poraon of 
lawful age, having him or her in charge, or 
unlesB upon acme errand by permlsaion or 
direction of hia or her parents, guardian or 
employer. He or she ahall nob then loiter 
on the way nor make any undue noiae by 
shouting or yelling or otherwiae to diaturb 
the peace and quiet of the olby. 

"Section II — Any noy or girl who viol- 
ates any of the provisiona of tho first section 
shall be subject to arrest by any police offi- 
cer or any citizen without proceaa. Upon 
anoh arrest he or she shall be taken and de- 
livered- into the handa of the parents, guar- 
dian or employer of snoh boy or girl. Upon 
a second or any anbacqaent arreat anoh 
offender shall be taken by such oflloer or 
person before the muoioipal court for trial, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding ten dollars or 
by impriaonment not exceeding ten days. 

" Section III.— It ahall be the daty of the 
chief engineer of the fire department to 
have the honr<of nine pi.m. designated by 
ringing the city fire bell nine slow taps con- 
aecutively. 

' Section IV. — This ordinance shall take 
oflect and be in force from and after its 
passage, approval and publication as re- 
quired by law."

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FINANCIAL POSITION OF CANADA. 

To THE Editoii:— I hava followed the 
oonree of Mr Wilaon's reaeoniDK oa the fin- 
ancial condition of Canadii and British Col- 
wnbia in last nlghl's Times, audi have oome 
to the coDolusion that his reputation as a 
praotloal joker ia well merited. Ha aseumoB 
aeyeral propositions — that Canada Is in u 
worse 000 dition than tho Uultod States; 
ithat the FroyiDoe''pays a uruai doitl more in- 
to the Federal. Treasury thiin it gota oUt of 
'It ; that there are no advantages aocrulng 
from partDerahlp with the Dominion ; that 
the G. P. B has done , nothing to de velope 
the trade of the ProTinde ; that^the Canada 
Western ahonld be bnilli^ud ahonld be aided 
by the Dominion. * O . • * - - 

If we follow all these oat to their logical 
oondasiona they land Mr. WUaon in a sorry 
qaafimiro. 

Aa to the Sret propoattion It ia asanmed 

that Canada's poaiiion to attribatable to her 
protective policy. Let ns aee how it works 

ont. Ibe tariff of tho United States has 
always been mnoh higher than that of 
Canada, and thereforo if the reasoning be 
sound the United States should bo thatmuoh 
worse off than Canada | bub tho United 
States is bettor ofif. Moral : We should 
raise the tariff of Canada still higher. 

As to the BBtond propoaltioa it may be 
true that we pay more now per annum to 
tho Dominion than wo get back. We must 
not forgot our obligations. Wo have a rail- 
way and whether it pays us or not we 
stipulated for it upon ontcring Con- 
federation and tho people of Canada wore of 
but ono opinion for many yoara, and that 
was that British Columbia made a bargain 
altogether too good for the rest of the 
Dominion. It was a bargain, however, 
which the Dominion had to live up to. Tlio 
C.P.R. main lino, with branoho« built or 
owned by itself, ia in round numbers 4,000 
miles in extent and ooeb as it stands SiJGO,- 
000,000, or an overage of $50,000 per milo. 
The portion in Britiab Columbia alone coat 
over $50,000,000. Tba reat of it was 
necessary to oompleta tbo bargain. If 
British Colambia had had to build that lino 
itaelf In its own territory the interest un tho 
investment would have been $2,000,000 per 
annnm. Add that to the annual subsidies, 
approprlationB, cost of public service, etc , 
and the acoonnt Is not quite as much on the 
other side as we migho imagine from . Mr, 
Wilaon's way of figaring. 

The point} of the whole matter la thia, 
however: Would the provinoe pay less orset 
more if the Liberals were in power t -Will 
aomebbdy explain in behalf of ,tl)e Liberal 
platform what ia the baisia" of ttie' new ar- 
rangements by which Mr.' Wilaon'a <'<;grlev 
ances " are to be remedied ! 

As to the third proposition that partner 
ship with the Dominion is to be deprecated 
I had thought the time gone by for the ex 
presaion of such sentimoats in this province, 
and the aatoniahicg part of It is that the 
Times, which boasts of its Canadian pro- 
clivities, pats Mr. Wilson most approviugly 
on the back. No sensible man — Sir. Wll 
son ia sensible but given to joking — will aeri 
eusly tell us thatI5rltiah Columbia to day is 
not better off for being a part 
of the Dominion of Ounada than it 
would be aa an iBolatcd colony such 
as Newfoundland is. Before confederation 
British Columbia bad a higher tatitf than 
there is to day in Canada, and It had a debt 
of S2,000,0OO, which, by tho way, was as 
samed by the Domlalon, for 10,000 of a 
white popalalioD, If free trado and more 
reciprocal relations are to bo desired, surely 
free trade with all of Canada was better 
than no free trade at all. 

As to Mr- Wilson denying any benefits 
from the C.P.R- in one breatti and advooat 
ing that the Dominion should assist the 
British Pacific in the other, ho caps the 
ollmaxpf his absurdity. .In agreat ijndertak 
iiog like the CP-R., with Its nnmerona triba 
taneaand world.wide oonnaqtionaTIiaa not 
benefioially affaotad onr tradei what are we 
to expeot of the British Faoifio ? We ace all 
aa anxjpaa, aa, Mr. WiUoa to . s'ee , the latter 
bailti'bnt'I, for one, regret to aee ]Mr. Wil- 
son adopting ao atnpld a line of argnment 
in its behalf. To say that the C. P. B. has 
done the province no good Is a poor way 'of 
jastlfylog the conatrnctlon of the British 
Pacific or of educating public opinion in its 
favor. Mr. Wilson should not joke at the 
expense of so important a project. It Is 
quite as serious as poking fan at a funeral — 
at bis own In fact. 

The whole argument seemed to bo reduc 
ed to merely a matter of dollars and cents, 
and while with one hond wo strike tho Do 
minion government for piling up debt and 
the expenditure of public money, with the 
other we take it by tho throat and demand 
more money, the building of railways, pub 
lie buildings, wharves and all the rest of it. 
Was it the Times that said something about 
political " morality " ? If the iiiberal pro- 
gramme of " retrenchment " and " reduced 
taxation " la to go into effect, however, we 
are iocllned to think tho greatest joko of all 
on Mr, Wilson wonld ba the fact that the 
Province wonld get Jess Inatead of getting 
more of the revenue it pays Into the Federal 
Treasury. Fedeualist. 



MR. WILSON'S ATTITUDE. 

To TiiK Kditoii :— Tho reference in hia 
communication to tho Timea of Friday last, 
which Mr. William Wilson makes to tho 
Bourd of Trado ehowa bim to be poaaeased 
of had tuato and worao judgment. 

Ho oamo boforo tho board with his reao 
lution and waa patiently liatcntd to by the 
fifty or sixty members preaeat ; iho subject 
was very freely and friondlily discussed, and 
the all but unanimous opinion being that it 
would bo unwieo to puss the resolution, Mr, 
Wilaon asked permission to withdraw it. 

Yet mark tho preaont attitude of Mr, 
Wilson who, when before tho board, pock 
eted his resolution with an oir of humility 
that would have boon becoming to tho most 
penitent sinner. 

He in his letter now under review says : 
*' The resolution in my opinion should have 
received unanimoua aasent." 

Having failed in hia attempt to commit 
the board to an unwise aotion, ho now 
through the oolumns of the press animad 
verts upon that body which had given him 
such courteous uonsldcration. 

So much for Mr. Wilaon'a bad taato ; now 
for his bud judgmont. Iho general tonor 
of Mr. Wilson's several communicatlona ii 
to make political capital against tho Uonaor 
vativo party and its represontutlvts. 

If ho could have shown that the Board of 
Trado hud any poUlioil blaa in favor of tho 
Conaorvatlvo party, ho might have justified 
his preaont peculiar taatica, 

However, ho gives quotations from tho 
board's last annual report showing that tho 
board is prcaalng upon the Kcderal govern- 
ment with aa much vigor aa is Mr. Wilaon 
tho cluima of tho provinco for larger appro- 
priationa for publio works ; and a roviow of 
tho board's previous reports and a knowledge 
of its workings will show that without fear 
or favor to political. par blea the, board haa 
had a single eye to' Ylotoria-and Provincial 
interoata, 

Tho largo attondanoo present when Mr, 
Wilson cflorod hia resolution was perhaps 
equally divided in political creeds ; the 
opinion adverse to the roaolution was prac- 
tically unanimous, and the public may safely 
oonolnde that their intereati and the inter- 
«ata of the Britiah Paolfid railivay were beat 



served by the matured decision of this non- 
political body. 

The endoraement of tho explanations re- 
garding the Dominion subsidy given by 
Messrs. Earlo and Prior did nob commit tho 
board or the membera thereof to the aupport 
of the Conservative party, but it does ro- 
Hove them from any imputation of .having 
said or done anything adverse to the 'British 
PaoiQc railway interesta. 

But as before mentioned, Mr. Wilson must 
not ba taken serioualy ; ho waa merely at- 
tempting a practical joko on the board ; and 
tho trouble with him was that his joko was 
seen, and unlike many ba^ jokers he hadn't 
to explain it. • Onlooker. 



" FOiaTY TEARS'' SBEVICB." 



To TUB Kditob:— Having heard that the 
congregation of the Church of Our Lord in- 
tendsd .to giye an ." at home " to their Bishop 
(Urldge) ia'oommemoratlon of the fortieth 
year of hia minlatry In Victoria, the Bishop 
appeared to me a living.hlatory. Captivated 
with the idea, and a fasoinaUng anbjeob, I 
wrote a rough aketoh of hia life and timea, 
publishing tbe.firab hurrfodp^it In. the Col 
oNi.sTof ApHI2:'"Afteifflntehlngtiie'whola,and 
having sent it to the COLONIST ofBce, I 
avoided the publication of the remaining 
portions, fearing they might cause ill-feel- 
ing amongst the living, tread on coma, and, 
moreover, arouao a dormant hostile feeling 
on a political subject. Lot sleeping dogs lie 
— they will awake' when necessary. 
So tho manuscript had boon set aside, 
to bo reproduced a hundred years hence, 
when all tho actors will bo dead and proba- 
bly the history burned 1 

In your issue of April 18 appears a quasi 
friendly, but really slyly hostile letter Irom 
Mr. Jonns, in which ho gives tho intereatlng 
nuwa that in his youthful days ho attended 
a concert (a saorod one, of course) in London 
and board tho refrain of an old aong- 
" When Sorrow Sleepeth Wake It Not, 
" and wishes at the present time that story 
had impreaaed our old friend Dr. Holmokon." 
I have ahown how and why I did •' refrain," 
but has Mr. Jenna done lo ! Haa ho taken 
a dose of his own mediclae ? Not much 
On tho contrary, he has written on and 
opened up very Irritating subjects which 
were not oven mentioned In my letter of 
April 2. 

lb looks as though tho reverend friend, 
knoijrlng the drift of tho history from ex- 
perience, possibly waited expectantly for 
the 'remaining portiono as an opportune time 
for his attack. But patience has a limit, 
and so his manuscript, boooming tired of 
waibiDg, suddenly burst forth— but attack- 
ing aubjeota I never ' mentioned at all— and 
covertly, like, a . doctor, using expreaaions of 
unfelt aorrow. in faot a ready prepared do- 
fsBoe oauterlzlng a rare. 

When I read Mr. Jenna' letter lb aroused 
a feeling of hostility, and almost indnoed 
to advise the publication of the hiatory — 
bub I "refrained," and will refrain from 
criticising his defence and theories of tho 
troubles, remarking, however, that when a 
reverend gentleman gets tbo use of another's 
pulpit by courtesy, it la an understood duty 
that he will not preach anything unpleasant 
to the lender or tho congregation, partlcu 
larly of a partizm character. 

I am not awaro that tho congregation of 
the Church of Our Lord, the " ao-oalltd Re- 
formed Episcopal church," feel any sorrow 
or pain on account of having separated from 
the Cathedral, in fact judging from the 
teocbiDg there they are probably well pleased 
to have escaped from the house of bondage. 
Ritualism does net mean simply a little 
ornamentation or a aensuous, moamerlzlcg 
church service — "still so gently o'er one 
stealing." On the contrary it means tho 
dogmas and doctrines preached and tanghb — 
doctrines of sacerdotalism, of submission to 
the priest, of the negation of religious free- 
dom of Inquiry — of which tho ceremonies are 
symbolical. 

" Toiiava a church that will suit tho 
fanoy of everybody Is simply an impoasl- 
blUty " is quite true; bub Is It true " that 
we may well feel abashed, if we cannot wor- 
ahliMn the.same house of God, though the 
ontward forma and ceremooiea be not ex- 
actly to;onr individual Iikb)B2" <^The people 
in eariydaya dtd'worahip'in tfaieraame house 
of God— viz. the . mfia , r9om-77then 
in tho building thai' replaced this, 
but still the honae of Qod; then 
in the Presbyterian ohnroh, which was 
also the house of God ; then In the new 
cathedral, again the house of God. Does 
God livo in only one hccse ? God ia unl- 
vereal, not confined to one house, but eter- 
nal in tho heavens, and men wore as near to 
Him In tho mess-room. If they wished, as in 
any other building, call it by whichever 
name you please. But to sib in a building, 
however much ornamented and endowed 
with sentuous music and so forth, and then 
listen to the sermon teaching repugnant 
dogmas, is out of tho question. 

In tho early portion of his letter Mr. 
Jenns uses tho insulting word " schism " In 
the Anglican church, which gave rise to tho 
"so-called Reformed Episcopal church.'' 
Doea he remember tho time when with arro 
gance unbounded, the word schismatic was 
banded about by the Anglicans, with throats 
of utter perdition accompanying it ? Does 
he remember when these omissarlea raised 
disputea and estrangements between 
husband and wife — between children and 
their parents — between non-oonformista and 
thoae of other ludlea, mnoh the same as 
the war between the Free and Established 
kirk in Scotland, which made many think 
or aay " How these Christianai bate each 
other 1" O t the hcrrora of ohnroh politics 
and pollolea. I never want to see them 
again. Bah I 

Tho church of Qod means all, no matter 
of whab denomination — for all ohurohoa am 
but denominational buildings — but tho on 
aenofl of all Chriatian doctrine la " Four 
God " and " lovo your neighbor un youraolf 
— an Impoasibillty, un ideal — but any ono 
who tries to get near it will bo a Christian — 
it ncoda no ritualism to bring this aboub.

Tho toudcncy is toward single capos 
rather than double ones, and those are 
made very pretty with frills of laoe and 
spangled yoke collara One recently 
made for spring wear and illustrated in 
tho Now York Sun is a single capo of 
black volvot fitted on to a yoke which 
roaches to tho shoulders and fits smooth- 
ly. Below this falls a frill of black ac- 
cordion plaited chiffon a little more 
than a quarter ot a yard in depth, which 
is also carried down either side of the 
front and caught back at intervals like 
a jabot Over tho velvet yoke is another 
one of beads and spangles, and around 
the neck is a fall rnohu of chiffon.

How to Test IJlaclc Sillis. 

The drawbacks to black silk goods 
hare always been a matter of notoriety. 
To name only'the" most important of 
these, black silks aro liable (1) to be- 
come greasy after a very short period of 
wear; (3) to cut at tho folds; (3) to 
crease in a manner impossible to get rid 
of by any subsequent treatment. These 
remarks apply even to the highest qual- 
ities of black silk goods. In the case of 
the lower goods it is not au infrequent 
thing to find them go absolutely rotten 
after a comparatively short ^leriod of 
wear. 

It is a niistako to estimate the value 
of a pioco of silk by its weight, and yet 
what method of judging is more com- 
monly employed by the public, and 
even, though to a more limited extent, 
by the trade? For the general pnblio 
there is only one certain and complete 
tost to find oat if a piece of black silk 
is ovorwoightcd by foreign substances 
or not, and it is one which is much less 
widely known than it should be, says an 
English draper who suggests this meth- 
od: Take a sample of tho silk and burn 
it. If it burns readily, to a crisp, brittle 
ash, gray black in color, then the pnb- 
lio may be assured that the article is 
pure and dyod with a vegotablo dye. If, 
on tho other Jiand, tho sample burns 
witli dillioulty or swoldors slowly, 
leaving a soft and dusty ash, rod or 
reddish brown in color, tho public may 
be certain that tho goods are over- 
weighted with chemicals and foreign 
BQbstanoea and aooordingly will not 
stand fair wear and will lose their ap- 
pearance at a very early period. 

TliincH Women Oii(;lit to Know. 

A dish of hot oatmeal mixed with 
chopped dates or figs is at present tho 
form of fruit and coroal mooting with 
approval from food spucialists. 

For slight cuts and abrasions of tho 
-skin try glycerin and water into which 
a few drops of carbolic acid have been 
pourud. 

The following is going tho rounds of 
the household journals: A sponge or a 
rag saturated with cayenne pepper solu- 
tion and stuffed into a rat hole will 

drive the posts away. 

Shoots folded across, bringing the 
wide and narrow hems together, then 
folded again, -then Ironed across both 
sides are finished quickly and look as 
wall as if more time were spent on them. 

A delicious mock venison may be 
Forvod np at tho ocononiieal dinniir party 
if a loin of mutton bo soaked for two or 
throci dnya iu a tumblerful of port or 
tarragon wine. Then season with salt, 
• basto with wine while it is roasting 
.and serve with swoot sauce and currant 
jelly. 

A pudding or loaf of brown bread 
should novor bo moved while it is 
fitoaming. Tho jar makes it "fall. " By 
tho same token tho oven door should bo 
■olosed very gently if it has to be opened 
while cake is baking, and the oVen 
should never bo opened until a loaf of 
cako has been in it at least 20 minntes; 
otherwise the rush of cooler air into the 
ovien will oool it off at sqoh a critical 
time that tho oake will either not rise at 
all or will rise and tlion "slump." 

Try keeping charcoal on hand to top 
off the firo for all meat broiling. A few 
sn^all piedes set here and there will ab- 
.eorb tho odors il renewed frequently.

Armed with a latter'from the Old Men's 
Homo committee inatruoting Superintendent 
Suthtriand to give every facility for invosti 
gation, a Colonist reporter went out yeater 
day on a visit of inquiry. There havo been 
rumori and oomplainta from Inmate^ that 
the home ia not what it ought to be, and 
the objflot of the inqniry waa to find out ae 
far aa possible where the trouble lay. 

Accordingly, yeeterday morning, tho via 
iter dropped in nnawarea on tho Superiu 
tendent, and to prevent any chance of special 
preparationa being made for bla reception 
aaked to be abown tbrongb the eatabliabment 
forthwith. 

Xhe inmatea were all np with the exoep 
tion tf one siok man ; breakfaat waa over ; 
those who were unable to work were aitting 
sunning themselvea on the verandah or 
feebly caking a little eseroiee abonb the 
grounds. Four or five of the abler men were 
at work In the vegetable garden that 'haa rO' 
oently boen started, and inside tbe house 
others of the old men were oleaning np' the 
rooniB, sweeping tbe floora and doing light 
chores. In the kitchen Mrs. Sutherland 
and a young woman were buay cooking the 
dinner. In tho bedrooms the beds were 
nearly all made, the fbors wore being wash 
ed or swept, and things generally were be- 
ing " tidied." Poor old Halfponny, who for 
tho past eight months has boen lying on a 
sick bed, appeared to bo as comfortable as 
could bo expected under the oiroumstanoes, 
and his sheets and bod clothea were oloan 
and decent. 

There aro twenty-four inmates at tho 
homo at present. Of theao seven are fairly 
able to work ; seven others aro classed as 
capable of very light employment, euch as a 
little Bwcepicg or cleaning up in tho house, 
and tho remaining old men are paat all work. 
Though Superintendent SutherUnd 
nob much of a bookkeeper ho haa 
liata of all supplies brought into the homo 
and a diary of tho nieala and other informa 
tlon. Though there la a book for namee of 
inmates, the method of keeping it might bo 
improved, for the names of the pressnt in 
matea are all mixed up with those who havo 
died or have been removed, ao tbat to fur 
nish a list of the preaent oooupanta tho 
Buperlntepdciati 1b obliged at aome trouble to 
pick out the named from the book, 

According to the ul&ry of the artiolea aup- 
plied at meals daily, the fare at the home ia 
varied enough. A speoimen day ahowa : 

Breakfast — Mosh, tea, bread and butter 

Dinner— Vegetable barley soup, boiled 
beef, turnips, carrots, onions and beets. 

Supper — Egga, bread, butter and tea. 

Syrup, puddings, ploklos, cheeao and pro 
serves appear through the week. 

A visit to tho din'Dg room at noon showed 
that there waa for dinner yesterday mutton, 
potatoes, tea, bread and butter, and for ono 
or two cf the invalida egga. The superin 
tendent explained the absence of a eeoond 
vegetable hy saying that cabbage had been 
ordered but had not boen received in time to 
cook for that day's dinner. The tables were 
neatly set, tho food was well cooked, and 
the dishes and table were clean. 

Next the inmates of the homo were inter- 
rogated as to what complaints, if any, thoy 
had as to their treatment at the home. Mr. 
Sutherland waa not present and the ques 
tioning was done as privately as possible, 
each man being assured thathia name would 
not be publiahed. 

Most of the old men ezpreaaed themaelvea 
as perfectly aatisfied with the auperintend' 
ent and the home generally. Others had 
complaiata. Fonr or five were down on the 
homo oommittee for nob allowing them to go 
to town jnat «hen they pleased. Beatraint 
is irkaome to old men nted to the free life of 
pioneer days, and they don't like having to 
aek leave whenever they go to town. One 
man complained that for five months ho had 
not; been permitted to go down to tho city 
Thia in denied by membLTS of tho committee 
and by tho superintendent. One or two had 
comphiintH uliout tho food not being well 
cMoUtcl, but thu evidence of the majority of 
Inniatca coutradictcd this. 

Pointing to his trousers, which were in a 
mout dilapidated condition, ono man com 
pliiinod that ho waa refuaed decent clothoB, 
Hia uppeiiranco was certainly uot decent. 
' Aid. MacmiUan ycBlerdny uflornoon nri 
being told of tho cliargo aaid that tho dilii 
cully waa to gob the man to wear better 
dollies. 

Ono of tho chief complainants laid it down 
that tho homo could never bo proporly run 
until throe ladioa were pub in charge of it 
inalead of tho committee of tho cuoncil. 

Then another man statod that a couple of 
weeks ago three sacks of onions wore brought 
to the home and bad sinoe disappeared. At 
least none of the old men had been given any 
at their meals. An examination of tbe bills 
for a number of weeka paat showed tbat one 
eaok of oniona bad lately been pdrobaaed for 
tho home and of thla half waa atill to be 
seen In the storeroom. 

Two men refused to talk at all. They 
had ihoir griovanocB, they said, bub as it did 
no good to say anything they preferred to 
keep quiot. One of them was going to the 
new government home at KamloopB. A 
good deal of Intoroab was manifested by 
those ollplblo for tho govornmonb homo to 
learn when thoy would bo romovod. Some 
were anxious to got there, while ono or two 
hoped txohaogoa would bo cILicled ao that 
thoy might remain in their present ((Uaq, 
torn 

Harsh laoguago to himsolf and fivoritlem 
townrda others waa allowed by ono man to bo 
his grievance. Otherwiuo tho homo aulLed 
him ull right. 

On the whole it would appear that there 
may[po88ibly bo some luck of tact in tho aup- 
orintondcnt'a trootmenb cf the inmatea, ho 
has a [dillioulb task to perform, requiring 
more however thon an ordinary amount of 
firmness, tempered with discretion. Under 
tho now aystom of having thoao who are 
able to do ao perform light work, it is 
probable that the old men will bo happier, 
and in future thinga will run more amoothly 
than in thepait. f ' ' ■ ' •

The "J^ehriug Sea" of Tacoma Not a 
Wi'i'ck as Reported From 
Towuseud. 



An Interesting Budget of Sealing 
News Brought From the Coast 
by Cajit. Foot. 

The good newa of the safety of tbe Taoama 
aohooner Bering fjea, jwhioh wae jrepotted 
lost on the ooaat with all banda,'waa brought 
to Victoria yesterday morning by Captain 
Foot, of the steamer Mischief. Tbe captain 
saw and spoke the sohooner in Claycquot 
sound on Thursday last, where ahe has been 
anchored for over a week, which entirely 
upBota all atoriea of her wreok. Xhe Bering 
Sea, whiob has been deaoribed as aomewhat 
unseaworthy, appeared to Captain Foot to be 
quite the reverse. For some time past she 
haa done praotioally nothing, and her aeal 
oatoh to date only totals 42 akina. 

NEW STEAMBOAT SERVICK. 
Tho Victoria & Sidney railway company 
havo completed arrangements for their daily 
steamer eorvloo between Sidney and tho is 
landa of tho Gulf, brii fly referred to several 
days ago. For tho present a small steamer 
will amply meet tho demand, and finding no 
more suitable vessel available, tho Mary 
Haro has been ohartorod and will in about 
ton days — as soon aa hor outfitting can bo 
completed — bo put on tho roulo in oommap.d 
of Captain Michael Haro. She ia now being 
overhauled, painted, and othorwiao improv- 
ed, and whoa placed In service will comfor- 
tably aooommodato about thirty passengers, 
while at tho eamo time handling a consider- 
able freight. The prime object of the new 
route will bo to enable tho residents of the 
neighboring islands to visit Victoria and re 
turn homo with the least possible delay. lb 
will also allow them to send the produota of 
their farms, orohards and dairies freah daily 
to Victoria, and this should have a mout do 
sirablo effoot In building up the local markot 
and introducing home produota to the coU' 
Bumer. Among tho ports by the now ar 
rangemeut brought into direob oonnectlon 
with Victoria are Burgoyne Bay, VeBuviua 
Bay, Fulford Harbor, Ganges Harbor, 
Beaver Point, Galiano, Mayne, Saturna, 
San Juan, Sidney and Jamea ialanda. Two 
trips on each route weekly ia tbe prelimin 
ary arrangement, with, of course, daily calls 
ab the Salt Spring island points.

News of the Neah Biy float waa brought 
to Sao Juan by the Siwaah aohooner Mouu 
tain Chief, of this port. She had spoken 
tho Toroaa, of Victoria, with not more than 
.SO akins, Tho other Victoria aoalora 
are thought to be well toward the North 
In the locality of tho Queen 
Charlotte Islands, while tho Indian hunters 
are preparing for coast hunting — that 
hunting in oanoes from shoro — the season 
for which opouB on May 1.

SEEN IN THIS CITY. 

■\ViIllam Farr tho 'Wlnnlppe Fugitive Recog- 
nized In Victoria— Not Vet Apprehended. 

William Farr, tho dramatic culmination 
of wlifipo double life has horrified and aniozad 
Winnipeg uo recently, has not yet been up 
prohcr-do.l, am! it ia belioved ho la now in or 
nearing .San Frauoi/oo. No word of hia 
where^tbouts uinco his escape from ouatody 
waa obtained until yesterday — and then it 
waa found in this city. 

Leaving tho Manitoba capital on Monday 
evening, it ia evident tbe fugitive came 
direct to tbe Coaat, very poaaibly having thu 
ataistanoe of railway men of hia acqaaio- 
banoe, fur a lady residont of Toronto street, 
this oity, a former resident of Winni- 
peg, .atatea positively that she a:iw 
him bore on Wednesday or Thuri<day 
evening. She was at tbat time totally ignor- 
ant of the crime laid at hia door and conao- 
quontly did nob speak of tho ocourreoca until 
yoaterday, 

Farr was, when she saw him, standing 
in front) of thu post offioo engaged in con 
voraalion with a man whom eho did not 
know. Ho WHS droeeed in dark clothes and 
wore a nutty black felt hat of tho Chriaty 
stamp. So earnestly engaged in conversa- 
tion was be that she did nob gob un oppor- 
tunity to speak, as sheotherwiao would havo 
done, the fugllivo engineer being an old 
Winnipeg acqualntanco. It is quite poaai- 
blc, and indeed that is tho probability, that 
Farr caught the San Franoisoo steamer and 
ia now beyond tbe jurisdiotion of British 
courts. 

Tho caae of VA'illiam Farr furnlshca a 
notable obapter in tho criminal history of 
Canada. A prosperouB and popular man, 
ho for years lived a double life — having a 
wlfo^nd family In one part of Winnipeg 
and at tho same time being engaged in mar- 
riage to a young lady residing In anobher 
quarter of the city, who of course believed 
him a single man. . Aa tbe date of his wed- 
ding approaohed, it ia charged that he con- 
cocted the diabolical plot to destroy hia 
wife and family by burning their homo 
while thoy alept. Tho Qro waa happily ex- 
tinguished, and a atrong case againsb Farr 
developing he was arrested, charged with 
attempting arson. While held for trial he 
managed bo make hia eeoapo by prying a bar 
from the guarded window of the room in 
which ho was confined, and dsBOending by a 
rope to tho ground. 

Since thon, until yesterday, no trace of 
the missing man was had. Ho had been a 
roBidout of Winnipeg for aome yeara and 
latterly had held a reaponaible.poaition as 
the driver of a railway loodmotlve. '.' ' '
